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FABRICS AND STYLES THAT

T may be entirely too early, as far as the public is concerned, to talk

ORDINARY CRACKERS 
IN FANCY DISGUISES 


HE variety of uses to which plain ordinary crackers can be put is as- 

tonishing to the average person. Crackers are made to go with al- 
most every one ef the courses at a big dinner, from an anchovy, soufiled 
with the soup, with tart jelly and cheese at the salad course, and later 
coated with chocolate or melted fudge or with a marshmallow on the top, 
as a sort of glorified cracker with the dessert. 

Besides, they can be made into a dozen tempting sandwich forms 
for afternoon tea, or as a little relish. And the best of it is they are the 
least expensive things to buy. 

The fillets of six anchovies, pounded in a mortar with an ounce of but- 
ter, cayenne pepper and a little nutmeg, rubbed through a sieve spread on 
thin crackers, and heated in an oven, are fine to serve before a meal. 

To make souffle crackers to go with soup, buy round crackers that 
ean be split open easily, drop the halves in a pan of cold water, and 
let them stay seven or eight minutes.

specialization in place of that generalization on Latin-American 
conditions which, by its inconclusiveness, has failed to hold public 
interest. It is only personal investigation on the spot that will show 
the secret of successful trade relations with Latin America to be 
a willingness to understand, as far as possible, the character of 
[atin Americans and to make concessions to their individuality, 
their customs, their taste. A good knowledge of Spanish and Por- 
tuguese is far more valuable to the foreigner as teaching him 
what not to say than as a vehicle tor commercial propaganda. New 
iéngland reserve should come in as a valuable factor as well as New 
England deliberateness, for one of the sine qua nons of doing busi- 
ness with Latin America is a complete revision of time values as 
understood by the average American. [That banking interests are giv- 
ing evidence of reaching out toward the great continent to the south- 
ward is cause for congratulation for the American business world.
